New Eng¬ 
land, east aDd west New Jersey, 
Maryland and other English colo¬ 
nies on tbe North American conti¬ 
nent was; Single letters, 1 abniiog 
and sixpence; double letters, 3 shil¬ 
lings. Of some letters there was no 
certainty, “there being no oonvey- 
anoe for letters sinou the late peaoe 
to any of bis majesty s islands in 
the West Indies, sxoept by occasional 
■hips.” The penny poet existed 
within the cities of London and 
Westminster and the borough of 
Bouthwark and their suburbs. One 
penny was paid on tbe letter depos¬ 
ited st tho postoffioe, and SDOtber 
penny waa collected on tbe delivery 
of tho same letter. Letters direct 
from London to Holland, Franoo, 
Flanders and to tbe town of Ueneva, 
through Franoo, paid no foreign 
postage. But letters arriving from 
the same countries paid tunponoe at 
the port of London. Tbe mail was 
sent from London every Tuesday 
and Friday to all parts of Europe, 
except tbe Lisbon mail, which start¬ 
ed every Tuesday. No letters ooo 
taming money or rings oouhl be sent 
by post. Tbe slmanaok was compil¬ 
ed by John Watson, and sold by 
him at his bookstore, at the Bible 
and Crown, near tbe old bridge and 
Bridge street
